What happened in the saloon has not 
been made clear, but according to one 
story Father Mullen rushed from the 
place, with hie hair disheveled and his 
clothing rumpled, as if he had heen 
fighting. The proprietor said Father Mul- 
len had thrown a match in his face.

I believe the Belgian military 
misused it by making it an observation 
post, but I hoped the German military 
wouldn’t misuse it by making it a target, 
I was in a quandary. If I telegraphed 
not to use the picture the Belgian author- 
ities would know I had the picture and 
confiscate it and everything we possessed 
in the way of photography, and if I didn’t 
telegraph the picturé might be printed, 
with the horrible possible consequence 
that the cathedral might be bombarded. 

I consulted Alexander Powell, who 
meanwhile had been released. He is an 
open and avowed Belgian sympathizer. 
I told him I had this dangerous picture 
with me, and, worse, had already sent 
one copy home for publication. What 
to do? 


Gets Out of Antwerp. 

What I did do was to get out of Antwerp 
with the pictures and with Weigle’s film 
and not telegraph home. As soon as \ 
reached England I cabled not to use the 
picture, and if the British censorship, 
fearing somé code, stopped that message, 
it committed the most unfortunate error 
of the war. 

What Alexander Powell did as soon as 
I was safely out of Antwerp was to tell 
the whole story to the Belgian authorities 
and to point out to them that by using 
their beautiful cathedral spire as a mili- 
tary observatory they were inviting its 
destruction. He pointed out that un- 
doubtedly the fact was known to Tap

BELGIANS’ PLIGHT STIRS

Estimated 1,500,000 of 7,000,000

THE COUNTY BOARD PRESIDENCY. 

The Republican county central committee will 
serve themselves as well as the people of Oook 
county by failing to nominate a candidate for the 
president of the county board. 

The Republican voters decided by an emphatic 
majority that they wanted Alexander A. McCor- 
mick to represent them in the November election. 

This he was more than willing to do, but the 
law forbids. 

It is natural that Republican political leadens 
should resent Mr. McCormick's electing to run on 
the Progressive ticket. 

They can feed this resentment by naming an 
opponent and thereby probably bring about the 
election of a Democratic candidate. 

The question to consider, however, is, Will not 
such action alienate a number of voters who now 
plan to vote for a large number of Republican 
nominees? It is likely to do 80. 

At least it will furnish political ammunition for 
their political opponents. 

The wise course will be to leave the position 
vacant and obtain credit from the voters by sub 
erdinating partisan to the general welfare. 


THE GUN ORDINANCE. 

The old ordinance regulating the sale of fire- 
arms was conceded by everybody to be virtually 
worthless. That it was a farce was proved by no- 
torious conditions in Chicago. Finally a new ordi- 
hance was passed providing that any intending pur- 
thaser of firearms must appear at the city hall and 
obtain a permit. 

How is the new ordinance working? The sub- 
ject might be investigated by the Merriam com- 
mittee. If it is not being enforced the fact ig 
further evidence of police inefficiency or laxity. If 
it is enforced there should be a noticeable diminu- 
tion of the sale of deadly weapons. 

One thing that should not be tolerated ts @ sur 
reptitions relaxation of either the terms of the ordi- 
mance or its enforcement in the interest of the gun

dropping bombs on unfortified cities, and it makes 
such a prohibition as that 
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three shifts were used, about 500 could be 

in that time. 

In other words, it will take us two years to 
our artillery supply up to the point required 
the program framed by our general staff, and 
would take nearly a year to do this even if 
speeded up our facilities. It would take the gov- 
ernment, unless since 1918 the capacity of the 
Frankford arsenal bas been enlarged, about six- 
teen months to make up the shortage of guns al- 
ready provided for. 

The importance of artillery today is being 
phasized by every dispatch from Europe. Perhaps 
the public will realize that if congress has neglected 
such an obvious element of military efficiency en 
guns and ammunition, it has neglected the whole 
problem of defense. It has neglected it in the 
sense that it has shirked its most important phases 
and legislated without consistency or foresight. 


THE POLITICAL COTTON REVOLT. 


The southern congressmen, it seems, have snot 
surrendered by any means and have not abandoned 
the cotton valorization scheme. They still hope to 
induce the president and his advisers to support 
their bond issue project, although it has been pointed 
out to them that if the government should issue 
bonds or greenbacks, or both, for the purpose of buy- 
ing up this year’s cotton surplus and holding it in- 
definitely in the hope of a rise in prices and an im- 
proved situation after the war, copper, silver, lum- 
ber, tobacco, naval stores, and what not would clam- 
or for similar favors. 
No doubt the cotton revolt of the neo-Jeffersonian 
paternalists will find fresh support in the admission 
of the London and Washington financial experts that 
cotton furnishes the explanation of the international 
gold and exchange problem. London wants our gold,’ 
and since our indebtedness to Britain is heavy, and 
we have gold to spare, London can’t understand our 
reluctance to accommodate it. Liberal buying of 
cotton would relieve the situation, but the British 
won't buy cotton even at current prices, fearing a 
further decline. Well, then, cry the southern cotton 
rebels, let the government buy and hold the surplus: 
cotton. That would prevent the threatened decline. 
These agitators have no use for the St. Louis 
banking plan, which is businesslike, legitimate, and 
American, and which contemplates the raising of a 
cotton fund by the banks in those parts of the coun- 
try where other crops are being marketed at good 
prices and the making of safe loans to planters to 
enable them to carry over their stocks. The presi- 
dent and Secretary McAdoo are shocked at the heter- 
odoxy of the rebels and at their betrayal of the prin- 
ciple of equal rights to all and privileges to none. 
But what of the effect of the president’s own govern- 
ment shipping scheme? Is that Jeffersonian? Is 
that consistent with the anti-bounty and anti-subsidy 
position of that party? If the government may go 
into the carrying and shipping business in competi- 
tion with private enterprise, and in the absence of 
actual need, why may not the government go into 
the cotton valorization and speculative cotton byying 
business? 
The president would strengthen his position con- 
siderably were he to drop his own shipping scheme 
and then boldly tell the cotton rebels that American 
banking and American intelligence are equal to the 
duty of relieving the cotton planters and tiding them 
over the present emergency. 


JAPAN AND DR. JUDSON. 

With all due respect to the distinguished head cf 
the University of Chicago, we are unable to accept 
his testimony as inclusive and conclusive on the sub- 
ject of Japanese policy and intention. 

Dr. Judson, after a pleasant visit to Japan, where 
he was received with the politeness for which Nippon 
is celebrated and which his own amiable personality 
would draw forth even in Zululand, returns to assure 
us that the mikado would not take the Philippines 
as a gift and that the Japanese study to be friendly 
with us. 

Now this is exactly as we would have it, and most 
important is it if it be true. But the amenities of 
officia] and academic intercourse, the glow of ban- 
quet benevolence, the desultory impressions gained 
by a learned foreigner in casual conversations with 
sedulous shopkeepers, these do not provide a convinc- 
‘ing support of the somewhat sweeping conclusions 
of Dr. Judson. We hope he is right. But let us 
not be lulled into complete sleep just yet. We wish 
nothing but peace with Japan and honorable and 


| friendly intercourse with its people. But the desite 
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operations in Belgium. As already pointed out, it 
has been a maxim of war since the time of Na- 
poleon, at least, that fortifications cannot alone 
withstand determined and efficient attack by land. 
Only laymen think a country can be defended by 
forts, and the lesson of the fall of Liege, Namur, 
Antwerp, and Maubeuge is for them, not for the 
student of war.

vnn LITTLE STILL HOUSE. 
{From the New York Sun.] 

A Sun correspondent asked if it was true as 
stated in F. F. Browne's “The Everyday Life of 
Lincoln“ that in the canvass for senator in 185% 
Douglas accused Lincoln of keeping a grog- 
gery.” The mythology of Lincoln, aside from the 
false quotations which are always turning up, 
seems inexhaustible, and the “groggery”™ is an 
old figure in it. The Pittsfield Eagle has looked 
up the Linooln-Douglas debates again, and finds 
Douglas at Ottawa Aug. 21, 1858, protesting that 
he meant no unkindness to hie opponent, whom 
he had known for almost twenty-five years: 

“There were many points of sympathy between 
us when we first got acquainted. We were both 
comparatively boys and both struggling with 
poverty in a strange land. I was a school teacher 
in the town of Winchester and he was a fiour- 
ishing grocery keeper in the town of Salem.” 

Of course if he kept a grocery in the days of 
hig young manhood he sold rum Wet goods 
were an invaluable source or attraction of cus- 
tom in the “store.” Deacons vended W. L or 
whisky or gin. A grocer, a grog-seller; but Lin- 
coln, speaking whimsically in the third person 
in this same Ottawa debate, denied that he had 
ever grocered: 

„The judge is woefully at fault about his early 
friend Lincoln being a ‘grocery keeper.’ I don't 
know as it would be a great sin if I had been, 
but he is mistaken. Lincoln never kept a grocery 
anywhere in the world. It is true that Lincoln 
did work the latter part of one winter in a little 
still hduse up at the end of the hollow.” 
From this little still house at the end of the 
hollow grew Douglas’ grocery, which was trans- 
formed into a “groggery.” It is possible enough 
that Lincoln's “saloon license” exists in fac 
simile as an ornament of saloons. The Hotise 
that Jack Built is the progressive order of the 
architecture of myth.

who, as flag lieutenant of Admiral Died- 
erichs, had such a memorable interview 
with Admiral Dewey in the bay of Ma- 
nila just after the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet in May, 1808, when Hintze 
wae sent by his chief on board the flagship 
of Dewey to ask for explanations for the 
manner in which German steamships had 
been held up by the blockading force, 

It was to him that the American ad- 
miral remarked, *‘ Why, I shall stop each 
vessel, whatever be its colors, and, if it 
does not stop, I shall fire on it, and that 
means war, you know, Sir.“ 

According to Von Hintze, the admiral 
added, “If Germany wants war, 
then——” whereupon the young flag lieu- 
tenant, with the object of averting a 
crisis, abruptly broke off the interview 
and took his leave. 

Dewey refers in his book in eviogistic 
terms to Von Hintze, and there is no 
doubt that the tact which the young offi- 
cer displayed in his interview with 
Dewey contributed to avert further un- 
pleagantness at a moment when the rela- 
tions between the American and the Ger- 
man commanders in chief were exceed- 
ingly strained. 

It was, indeed, the tact which he exer- 
cised on this occasion that commended 
him to the favorable notice of the kaiser, 
who some years afterwards appointed 
him to the particularly delicate and diffi- 
cult post of German military plenipoten- 
tiary to the court of the czar.

This office must not be confounded with 
that of naval attaché of the German em- 
bassy in the Russian ital. At Petro-

Covers Tennessee Iron Deal. 

The purchase by the Steel corporation 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rall- 
road company during the money panic 
of 1907, in which President Roosevelt fig- 
ured also was touched upon by Mr. Dick- 
inson. He said that the Steel corpora- 
tion did not purchase the Tennessee stock 
from the New York brokers, who were 
said to be in financial trouble, through 
any patriotic motives to prevent the panic 
from spreading, but to get control of the 
company. 

Ip the course of his argument Mr. Dick- 
inson read letters and minutes of cor- 
poration meetings. 

One letter that caused a smile to go 
around and lessened the solemnity of the 
court room was one written by Andrew 
Carnegie at Skibo Castle, Scotland, in 
1808. 


It appears that Mr. Carnegie’s company 
with the Illinois Steel and other con- 
cerns were in a steel rail pool. Mr. Car- 
negie wrote a letter to his company, which 
appeared on the minutes, stating that the 
Illinois company was 90,000 tons ahead 
of ita proportion of the steel rall bust 
ness, and that it was bad policy to al- 
low the Carnegie company's proportion 
of orders to fall below that of others. 

“If you can fill next year at present 
prices you have at least forty millions 
profit—but it may be fifty. TS want more 
than that seems wicked.” 


Wot in Favor of Dividends, 
At another time when competition was 


brisk before the days of the Steel cor- . 


poration and there was a scramble among 
manufacturers for business, Mr. Car- 
negie wrote to his partners: 

“If I were czar I would make no divi- 
Gends upon m stock, save all 
surplus and spend it for a hoop and cot-

tube mills, for lines of boats upon the 
lakes for our manufactured articies, and 
bring back scrap. 1 

Brief ot Steel Trust. 

The brief filed by the United States Steel 
corporation reviewing the law which the 
government applies to the case and also 
reviewing the evidence, declares that 
what competition existed among the com- 
panies acquired by the big co tion 
was greetiy limited. 

It is declared that the Steel corpora- 
tion’s proportion of the country’s total 
production of finished products in 1901, 
when the corporation was formed, was 
only 50.1 per cent; that it has since been 


reduced to 48.7 per cent of the country’s 


production for all the markets of the 
world; and to 40.9 per cent of the total 
production for the domest ie market.

BANKER AIDS INCREASE 


Washington, D. C., Oct, 20.—Counsel for 
shippers and shippers’ associations took 
the position before the interstate com- 
merce commission today that no condi- 
tion confronts American railroads, as a 
result of the European war or any other 
cause, that does not equally affect every 
other industry. 

This contention. was. the basis for rigid 
cross examination of witnesses called be- 
fore the commission by the eastern rail- 


roads to support their petition for relief 


through an i of at least 5 per cent 
in freight rates. 

Members of the commission, all of whom 
were present with the exception of Chair- 
man Harlan, frequently questioned wit- 


nesses closely. 


Attack Stand on Dividends. 


The attack or Special Counsel Brandeis 
on the policy of the railroads of maintain- 
ing their dividends without respect to the 
financial straits in which they profess to 
find themselves received special attention 
from Commissioner Meyer. 

Questioning both Daniel E. Willard, 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road, and Frederick W. Straus of the 
New York banking house of W. & K. Se- 
ligman, Mr. Meyer asked if stockholders 
should not be content to draw their prof- 
its part in the improvement of the prop- 
erties and part in cash. Both witnesses 
insisted that reduction of dividends would 
impair the credit of the lines. 

Commissioner Meyer said he had heard 
of no proposal to start a buy a share of 
railroad stock movement. He asked 
Mr. Straus if statements of the witnesses 
for the railroads as to the prospects of 
railway securities were in his opinion cal- 

culated to make such a ac les wit pos- 
sible. 


“Buy Income, Not Property.” 

Have you been accustomed,” 
Commissioner Meyer, to have the head 
of a great concern come to your office and 
offer you $20,000,000 of an issue of securi- 
ties, at the same time stating he would 
not invest in them himself? In your opin- 
ion how would that affect the credit of 
his company?“ 

“ Undoubtedly it would tend to shake 
confidence, the witness replied. 

Reverting to the question of dividends, 
Mr. ‘Meyer asked if the Witness did not 
believe a clientage of stockholders could 
be built up who would look upon property 
improvements as a part of their legiti- 
mate dividends, Mr. Straus thought not. 

Then the average stockholder, in your 
opinion,“ said the commissioner, “ buys 
income, not property?“ 

“He has nie personal pride in the 
property,” was the reply.

Counsel for the com- 
mission asked if the probable advance in 
interest rages he predicted would not bear 
eqvally as hard on shippers seeking new 
capital as on the raiiroeds. The witness 
said American securities other than rafl- 
road already paid higher rates of interest, 
but admitted after much discussion that 
the shippers would face the same condi- 
tions. 


Might Not Apply Elsewbere.

Mr. Straus declared the purpose of his 
testimony was to lay before the commis- 
sion the effect of the war on railroad se- 
curities, which be said were the standard 
of American securities abroad. The de- 
cline of these railroad securities beid 
abroad, he argued, would mean the de- 
cline of all American securities and a 
consequent tremendous movement of gold 
to Burope from the United States. 

The foref—n investor, he said must be 
assured that his investments would con- 
tinue to yield him good returns, that the 
values of those securities would be main- 
tained. .

It is said the bureau hopes to stamp 
out the disease before it has had an oppor- 
tunity to spread to other cattle raising 
sections. The news that the government 
inspectors had been ordered to Michigan 
leaked out when it became known that 
Dr. U. G. Houck of the government bu- 
reau, who was slated to read a paper on 
Prevention of Hog Cholera,” had been 
ordered to Michigan late Monday night. 
His paper was read by George I. Me- 
Carthy, secretary of the packers’ associa- 
tion. 

Causes Flurry Among Packers. 

The news that the “foot and mouth 

disease, 0 much dreaded in European 
and South American cattle raising coun- 
tries, has been discovered in this coun- 
try quite naturally causes a flurry among 
those interested in the packing industry,” 
explained Secretary McCarthy. 
\ B. T. Cash of St. Louis said there was 
almost as much danger of a future short- 
age in hogs as there is in beef catti.. 
He asserted there has been a steady de- 
crease in the number of hogs raised.
